LONDON, Aug. 5. (/P>—The 

exchange telegraph correspondent 
at Addis Ababa reported that ha 
learned today Japan signed a con* 
tract Friday to supply a "very 
heavy consignment" of arms and 
ammunition for modernization of 
the Ethiopian army. 

Arrangements were said to be 
complete for dispatch of a Japan* 
ese military and commercial mis¬ 
sion to Ethiopia. 

The dispatch also reported that 
a mandate for Ethiopia was being 
considered, with "important circles 
in the capital not unfavorable to 
such powers being granted either 
to Britain or France, but with 
every determination that Italy 
shall not be the nation chosen.” 

The British government was rep. 
resented as not discouraged by 
Premier Benito Mussolini’s abrupt 
rejection of its recent offer to sur¬ 
render a strip of British Somali¬ 
land for the sake of peace. 

The fact that France made an 
African territorial concession early 
in 1935 was considered an indi¬ 
cation that she, too, is willing to 
talk about a further remapping of 
Africa if it will avert war.

WASHINGTON, Aug 5. 

The administration's tax bill, esti¬ 
mated to raise between $250,000,- 
000 and $270,000,000 additional 
annual revenue, was passed, 2S2 
to 96. today by the house and 
sent to the senate. 

A bitter controversy in that 
branch appeared certain before 
the measure, upon which the time 
of congressional adjournment de¬ 
pends, is voted on. 

The senate finance committee 
has been holding hearings fur sev¬ 
eral days to expedite a<-ion. 

Pigeon-Holing Fails 
Action came after a republican 
attempt to pigeon-hole the tax hill 
in the ways and means committee 
was defeated. 

The motion to send the bill back 
to committee, was offered by Rep¬ 
resentative Treadway (R, Mass.). 
There was not. even a standing 
vote on the republican recommit¬ 
tal motion. 

Chairman Harrison of the sen¬ 
ate finance committee hopes to 
complete hearings by Wednesday 
ami to report the hill out this 
week. Floor consideration prob¬ 
ably will go over until next week.

JAPANESE DENY’ ARMS 
SALE TO ETHIOPIA 

TOKYO, Aug. 5. (A 5 '—High offi¬ 


cials of the foreign office said to¬ 
day that reports in Addis Ababa 
that Japan had contracted to sell 
arms or send a military and com¬ 
mercial mission to Ethiopia were 
"entirely without foundation.” 

These officials said the question 
of sale of arms to Ethiopia, either 
by the government or by private 
firms, had not arisen and that no 
application or permits for such 
sale had been received. 

The Rengo (Japanese) news 
agency reported from Osaka that 
four youthful members of an ob¬ 
scure reactionary organization had 
announced their desire to proceed 
to Ethiopia and enlist in the air 
force but that they had not applied 
to the government for passports.

Completing: its first assessment 
of public utility property under 
the 1935 constitutional amend¬ 
ment. the state board of equaliza¬ 
tion today announced that public 
utilities property in Orange county 
being returned to the county for 
taxation purposes is valued at 
$16,956,870. Money and intangi¬ 
bles held by the utilities in the 
rounty were valued at $3940. 

Members of the board said the 
figure is subject to change during 
the two weeks review because 
under the law, utilities have the 
right to ask for re-assessment be¬ 
fore the tax rolls become final. 

The total valuation of public 
utility property in the state wu 
put at $1,045,838,570. with solvent 
credits valued at. $145,004,135. 


LONDON, Aug. 5. (Ah—The

that the strikers had agreed to 
disperse peacefully. 

A state of siege had been de¬ 
clared today in Candia (Erak- 
leion), Crete, where rebellions 
strikers have defied the threats of 
army officials.

YREKA, Calif., Aug. 5. <JP)—Search for Robert Miller, 
companion of Clyde L. Johnson, who was lynched near here 
early Saturday after Chief of Police F. R. Daw of Dunsmuir 
i had been slain in a gun battle by Johnson, lagged today as 
Siskiyou county officials expressed their belief that he had 
1 escaped from this district. 

Likelihood that no determined steps will be taken to 
I identify or prosecute members of the mob that dragged 
Johnson from the county jail and hanged him to a pine tree 
j three miles from Yreka was seen 
when Siskiyou officials joined with 
citizens of this sparsely populated 
mountainous area in condoning 
the act. 

District Attorney James Davis 
was particularly outspoken in 
placing the blame for the mob s 
action elsewhere. He insisted the 
j "apathy" of the courts was the 
; real cause of the lynching. 

Davis cited the case of George 
Hall, who was eonvieted of killing 
a highway patrolman and a dep¬ 
uty sheriff here. Hall was sen¬ 
tenced to hang in April, 1933, and 
was sent to Folsom state peni- 
teniary. Legal appeals were taken 
I to delay the execution and the 
matter is still pending before the 
United States supreme court. 

“All this time has passed," 

Davis declared, "and Hall is 
still alive. The citizens of 
Y'reka and nearby communities, 
knowing that fact, have been 
roused to uncontrollable unrest.” 

Despite his criticism of the 
I courts, Davis asserted he will use 
1 the full power of his office in an 
attempt to bring the lynchers into 
court and convict them

Calling attention to the fact 
l that August 8 is the last day

apply for absentee ballots for the 
August 13 special election, Archie 
Closson, commander of the state 
department of the American Le¬ 
gion, in a statement issued in 
San Francisco, urges all veterans 
who are going to the American 
Eegion convention in Fresno, 
August 12, 13 and 14, to imme¬ 
diately obtain ballots and cast 
them before departing for the con¬ 
clave. 

Commander Clossen requests 
veterans and citizens generally to 
vote “yes" on Proposition 3 on 
the ballot under which authority 
will be created for accepting a 
federal grant of 45 per cent with 
which to start construction of a 
dam in Rector canyon, Napa coun¬ 
ty. The dam will impound water 
for use of the Veterans' home at 
Yountville and three other state 
institutions. Under the wording 
of the proposition, the state will 
be able to issue revenue bonds 
for completion of the dam and 
pay for it through sale of water 
without cost to taxpayers. 

Proposition No. 1 on the ballot 
also has a direct appeal for veter¬ 
ans, Mr. Clossen pointed out. It 
provides for a $13,950,000 bond 
issue, a large portion of which 
will be used to construct new 
buildings and extensions of state 
hospitals and homes now woefully 
overcrowded. Many ex-soldiers 
and ex-sailors are wards in those 
institutions. Inmates in many 
state hospitals are sleeping on 
army cots in hallways and attics 
because of lack of accommoda¬ 
tions. 

Veterans who record absentee 
ballots are also expected to vote 
"yes” on proposition No. 2 which 
will permit the state to borrow 
money from banks at less than 
the per cent now paid on state 
warrants. 

Citizens may make applications 
for absentee ballots by mail or in 
person before 5 p. m., August 8. 

If ballots are returned by mail 
they must be notarized, but under 
the state law notaries may charge 
no fee for the service. If ab¬ 
sentees call at the registrar's of¬ 
fice, they may cast ballots there.

August 13. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. IAP»— 
The government's new gold vault 
at Fort Knox, Ky„ is going to 
be the last word in monetary 
fortresses 

The plains which the govern¬ 
ment is taking to make the vault 
impregnable were revealed by a 
study of the plans. 

The vault will he suspended in 
the middle of a square building 
with walls, roofs and floors two 
feet thick. The walls and roofs 
will be faced with granite. 

40 Times 64 Feet 
The vault itself, into which the 
government expects to store much 
of the gold now housed in New 
York City and at the Philadelphia 
mint, will be 40 by 64 feet and 
extend through nearly two com¬ 
plete stories of the building. 

That space, allowing for cor¬ 
ridors and the like, would be 
big enough to store $19,000,000,- 
000 In gold—more than world's 
present monetary supply. 

The two-foot-thick walls of the 
vault itself will be of highly un¬ 
usual construction. Steel coils will 
be set in them, lacing into one 
another and with a steel rod run¬ 
ning down through the interlac¬ 
ings to hold them together. 

Thus, even though much of the 
concrete were removed, the steel 
coils, too small for even a man’s 
hand to be shoved through them, 
would remain as a barrier. 

Brilliant Bights 

The vault will be open to con¬ 
tinual inspection from all four 
sides and top and bottom. There 
will be an 18-inch space under its 
floor and one of equal size over 
its ceiling. These spaces will be 
equipped with brilliant lights, and 
mirrors are to be installed to give 
guards an excellent view of the 
lighted space. 

Throughout the whole building, 
sensitive microphones will be in¬ 
stalled and connected to a central 
guard room.

Sales tax must be paid on an 
automobile purchased at factory 
if it is to be used in California 
under a recent ruling of the state 
board of equalization. Not only 
must the tax be paid but the pur¬ 
chaser must have his receipt to 
show at the California state line 
before he is permitted to bring his 
new car into the state. 

Prior to July 1 factory deliver¬ 
ies on automobiles were r.ot tax¬ 
able under the retail sales tax act 
of 1933. They became taxable 
under the use tax act of 1935 
which was adopted to rover items 
not included in the sales tax. 

State board of equalization 
ruling No. 1 explains the tax on 
factory-delivered automobiles as 
follows: 

"The tax applies to the sales 
price of automobiles delivered at 
a factory or place of business in 
another state for use in this state. 
If the sales contract is entered 
into with a California automobile 
dealer, the dealer is required to 
collect the tax from the purchaser 
and give the purchaser a receipt 
therefor. 

"If the automobile is purchased 
directly from the factory or dealer 
in another state for use in this 
state and is not purchased through 
a California automobile dealer, 
the purchaser must make a return 
and payment of tax within 15 
days after the close of the quar¬ 
terly period in which the sale is 
made.” 

The fart that an automobile was 
signed prior to July 1, last, does 
not eliminate the tax unless the 
car actually was delivered prior 
to that date. 

Under ruling No. 2, the state 
board of equalization holds that 
"the storage, use or other con¬ 
sumption of tangible personal 
property in this state is subject to 
the tax even though the contracts 
of sale were entered into prior to 
July 1, 1935, unless title to the 
property passed or delivery there¬ 
of was made to the purchaser 
prior to that date.”

Rheumatic Diseases 


Recently there was formed in 
the United States an association 
for the study and control of rheu¬ 
matic diseases. 

Eminent justification for the 
formation of such an organization 
lies in that rheumatic diseases are 
responsible for a tremendous 
amount of suffering and disability. 

The arthritides—that is, the in¬ 
flammatory joint diseases which 
are designated by the term "rheu¬ 
matic diseases”—are a serious 
challenge 

Unique Problem 

At the first conference of the 
association certain basic and valu¬ 
able ideas were presented. Thus, 
chronic arthritis was described as 
a disease affecting the entire body, 
rather than the joints alone. From 
this viewpoint every patient rep¬ 
resents a unique problem. 

Another item elaborated by the 
conference relates to the effect of 
nutrition on the rheumatic dis¬ 
eases. 

Many physicians dealing with 
rheumatic patients are convinced 
that the apparent increase in the 
prevalence of rheumatic disease is 
in par*, due to the widespread con¬ 
sumption of defective diets. 


Needs Good Diet 

The arthritic’s need for an ade¬ 
quate diet—a diet high in calories 
and rich in vitamins, with plenty 
of red meats, starches, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, as well as yeast, 
wheat germ and cod-liver oil was 
therefore emphasized. 

The relation of centers of infec¬ 
tion, such as diseased tonsils, 
teeth, sinuses, to rheumatic ar¬ 
thritis. was further stressed, and 
their discovery and removal in the 
treatment of arthritis was de- 
scri'/ed as essential. Gsneral meas¬ 
ures of hygiene, rest, fresh air and 
sunlight were, however, adjudged 
to be of equal importance. 

Great Value 

Care of the joints themselves 
was emphasized as of great value. 

Muscle spasm, inactivity with 
the joints held in a deforming po¬ 
sition, injury due to excessive use 
and weight-bearing all have their 
crippling effects. These effects can 
be counteracted by rest, proper 
exercise, by physical therapy, or 
treatment, and by splints.

was sought by federal agents and 
county authorities today after an 
elaborate plan to trap the writer 
failed. 

Coincident with the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice announcement, that Dr Wag¬ 
ner had been threatened, the 
sportsman disclosed that his 
adopted son, Ernest Wagner, had 
been the victim of a severe beat¬ 
ing reeently by unknown per¬ 
sons. 

Used by Athletes 

Dr. Wagner, who derives his 
title of doctor by reason of the 
fact he received a decree of doc¬ 
tor of philosophy from an East¬ 
ern university, owns the Rancho 
Chihuahua, a 150-acre estate near 
Saugus. Several out-of-work box¬ 
ers and wrestlers use the ranch as 
a training place. 

The first extortion note was re¬ 
ceived July 27 after Dr. Wagner 
reported he had several mysteri¬ 
ous telephone rails to the ranch. 
The note demanded $10,000 in $5 
ami $20 hills, all old currency, 
threatening death unless payment 
was made within 10 days. 

The note, in part, read: 

“We ain’t going to bent you 
lip. You might he lucky like 
Ernie and get away. We are to 
rub you out, you . . . Now get 
this, we are going to kill you 
unless ... ?” 

A second threatening letter was 
received the following day, and the 
final missive received two days 
later, telling Dr. Wagner to plaee 
the money under the Sand canyon 
bridge. 

Trap Falls 

More than 30 armed officers, 
with machine guns, rifles and 
sawed-off shotguns, were siationed 
secretelv in the* canyon hut. no one 
appeared to claim a “dummy” 
package which was left there by 
Dr. Wagner. 

Sheriff's deputies expressed the 
opinion the writer was someone 
acquainted with the sportsman.

Joseph F. Cox, chief of the re* 
placement crops section of ths 
AAA, said the 1935 acreage of 
alfalfa hay, a plant of the bean 
family, is 1,750.000 acres large# 
than the total of 11,482,000 plant* 
ed in 1934. 

More Soybeans 

Soybean acreage was said Is 
total 5.463,000 this year, an in¬ 
crease of 29 per cent from ths 
total of 4.223,000 acres in 1934. 

Total hay acreage was said to 
he 66,096,000 acres; an increase of 
5,384,000 acres over last year. 

Acres rented or contracted by 
the government this year in tho 
adjustment programs were divided 
as follows: Com, ll.969.000t 
wheat, 4,912,000; cotton, 10.293,- 
000. and tobacco, 430,000. 

Cox said he was gratified that 
so much of the rented land had 
been planted to soil-building le¬ 
gumes.

not accomplished in a moment, ac¬ 
cording to county records. Twice 
before it had been attempted hut 
failed. Had it not been for the 
services rendered by the late W. 
H. Spurgeon, sr., and James Mc- 
Fadden, it might never have been 
accomplished. 

Santa Ana, the largest town in 
the section, took a particular in¬ 
terest in the proposed separation 
and maintained a lobby at Sacra¬ 
mento to assist in the passage of 
a bill entitled “An Act to Create 
the County of Orange.” This lobby 
or “social committee,” however, 
was not meeting with much suc¬ 
cess until the arrival, on their own, 
in Sacramento of Mr. Spurgeon 
and Mr. McFadden. The hill, sep¬ 
arating Orange county from Los 
Angeles county, was finally signed 
by Governor Waterman March 11, 
1889. 

County Clerk J. M. Backs, 
who has served continuously 
since the first Monday In Jan¬ 
uary, 1919, dug into his records 
to produce the list of former 
county supervisors.

It may repre¬ 
sent, says Dr. Hough, some hap¬ 
pening in nature such as a groat 
meteor fall. There might even he 
room for speculation, it was said, 
that the meteorite fall recorded 
was the one that hewed out the 
famous meteor crater in Arizona. 

“The design obviously is intend¬ 
ed to represent some dragon-like, 
flaming object speeding through 
the sky.” Hough said. “It is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine whnt the artist 
could have intended to represent 
unless it was a meteor. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 iJP) 
The Smithsonian Institution has 
announced that a simple earthen¬ 
ware howl molded centuries ago 
by an Indian potter may prove to 
he a prehistoric record of the fall 
of a giant meteorite in Arizona. 

Found several years ago by Dr 
Walter Hough, head curator of 
anthropology of the institution, 
while a member of a national mu¬ 
seum expedition, the bowl itself is 
of conventional design, but its dec¬ 
oration is unique in Indian art. 

Dr. Hough describes the mark¬ 
ing as “a dark-brown globe occu¬ 
pying the center of the howl and 
surrounded with a field of stars. 
The globe is covered with short 
spines alternating dark brown and

/CALIFORNIA has a right to expect some very real 
^ effort to be made in connection with the apprehen¬ 
sion of those persons guilty of the lynching at Yrcka. 
No matter how heinous the crime or how popular the 
police officer who lost his life in the holdup and subse¬ 
quent shooting, the culprit was entitled to a trial in .the 
courts. 

There is a responsibility on the courts , of course, and 
that is speedy justice.

WE NEED THE TAX OFFICE 

T HERE is probably more misinformation prevalent 
about the state tax regulations than most any other 
law enacted by the last session of the legislature. An 
article appeared in The Journal last Friday, which at¬ 
tempted to enlighten the public and the merchant as to 
the new enactment. 

The district office is located in San Bernardino, and 
has authorization over Riverside, Orange, and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties, with Administrator W. C. Shay in 
charge. The representative of the Board of Equalization 
in this locality is Claude L. Sleeper, who resides at 115 
South Birch street. 

A movement is now in progress to establish in this 
city a branch office where the state’s business can be 
transacted, without converting Mr. Sleeper’s home into 
a business office. It has been ascertained that all the 
way from ten to forty calls a day are made over the local 
representative’s phone relative to state tax problems. 

It seems to The Journal that this district pays into 
the state treasury from this particular source enough 
money to justify the establishment of a business office 
from which the state’s affairs should be conducted, rather 
than to convert a private residence into a commercial 
laboratory, although Mr. Sleeper has not complained, and 
has kept his home open to receive phone calls and delega¬ 
tions and to supply the information that the complicated 
state tax system involves. 

Mr. Sleeper goes far beyond the state's requirements 
and serves in a most friendly and efficient manner all 
constituents who request information, but his good nature 
should not be imposed upon, nor his home made a business 
office just because he wants to meet a public demand. 

The duties that Mr. Sleeper is expected and required 
to perform are auditing, investigation, giving general in¬ 
formation on sales tax, truck tax, gas, brokerage, and 
gasoline distribution tax, technical information which 
disturbs the average business man. That he is exception¬ 
ally well qualified for this service is fortunate for those 
who seek his advice. 

It is not difficult to see that after devoting a full day 
to auditing a complicated set of books, it is obviously un¬ 
fair, whether it be a state or private employe, to ask him 
to answer telephone calls during the night or receive del¬ 
egations practically covering all nationalities at his home, 
and waiting on the front porch for further information. 

The patient one through all of this ordeal has been 
Mr. Sleeper. He has made no complaint, but that is no 
reason why the state should impose on good nature and 
a faithful employe. 

It is all the more reason why the board of equaliza¬ 
tion should establish a branch office where the state’s 
business can be expedited to the advantage of those who 
sustain the state’s business.
